Vice Consul Bywater already knew 
something of her and had lier for* I 
Iby ejected after half an hour's inter­ 
view. 
She then went to Ambassador Page 
to complain. The embassy persona I 
had been warned of lier intentions, 
however, and she was not receive d 
there. 
Mr. Page and tile embassy secre­ 
taries will say nothing of Mrs. Gar­ 
land, but Hie fact remains that sh** 
eave them considerable trouble until 
tile authorities intervened.
